Seven visits were made in the interest of mothers, five visits were 
made to the homes of infants and six visits were made to the homes of 
preschool children. Three visits were made to the homes of school 


children to explain the meaning of the defects found. Three home

visits were made in the interest of crippled children’s cases. One child rea: 
‘was taken to a doctor’s office upon special request and unusual circum- : 
stances. A visit was made to the Town Clerk’s office to determine the oes 
birth registrations during the past year. Four visits were made to the athe 
Selectmen’s office in follow-up of cases. One person was visited and fa 


asked to act as sponsor for the Home Nursing Class which will be 
conducted in Temple. ; 


The nurse’s inspections were carried out in both schools. Thirty- 
two children were seen. Records were completed. Reports were pre- 
pared and sent home to the parents. Three conferences have been held 
with your teachers in reference to the defects found and plans that might 
be helpful toward corrections. Arrangements were made and fifteen 
children were given dental corrections at three clinics. 


As a result of nurse’s inspections in the schools, the defects were 
evaluated and increased numbers of home visits were made. A greater 
united effort was made to increase the number of corrections, and, it is 
felt, that this has been accomplished. The nurse worked in close co- 
operation with your teachers who were most helpful in stressing the need 
for corrections. In case corrections were needed but could not be 
financed through the helpful direction of teachers and officials, organiza- 
tions were approached and they have been most helpful in financing 
many of these. 


Your County is fortunate in having the facilities of the dental 
clinics made possible by the local dentists and Hospital. The public 
health nurses of the Hospital _area are given the opportunity to admit 
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school children who otherwise might not have the opportunity to visit 
the dentists. Each month the Hospital maintains the services of a 
crippled children’s clinic with an Orthopedic Surgeon in charge, to 
which we may direct any individuals who appear to have any deform- 
ing conditions, if their family physicians desire these services. Each 
month a chest clinic, sponsored by the Bureau of Health, is held at the 
Hospital so that Tuberculosis cases and their contacts may be fol- 
lowed-up. 


Reference was made in the 1940 report to the fact that the nurse 
would endeavor to increase her home visits. This was done. Literature 
was given mothers and discussions were carried out in reference to diet, 
rest, fresh air, health habits, and child training. 


As an educational feature of this Service, each year the Maine Public 
Health Association provides us with literature, posters, movie films, and 
milk bottle caps carrying the Early Diagnosis Campaign Slogan. These 
were distributed early in April to schools, industries, stores, business 
establishments, and dairies. 


As has been the custom for a number of years, space was allotted 
the County nurses at the Franklin County Fair grounds. Literature 
pertaining to all phases of health was available upon request, posters 
were displayed and the most recent films were shown in reference to 
Tuberculosis, Cancer, and Syphilis. It was felt that a gratifying number 
of people saw these pictures and requested literature. 


In summarizing the year’s program, the nurse finds that the home 
visits have been invaluable. She found that through these visits, she has 
been able to inform the public as to her functions, to explain the meaning 
of findings of defects, and, so often, to help direct individuals toward 
the means of correction. 


Through these visits she has been able to overcome the belief that 
the Public Health Nurse works only with indigent cases. She finds 
people are most interested to learn that the objective of the Service is to 
aid in maintaining the best public health and to suggest measures 
toward the best healthful living, to find symptoms of defects and help 
plan for corrections and to urge measures such as protective treatment 
to prevent certain diseases. 


The Intervale school received a Green Star for their Certificate of 
Achievement and had 6 children qualify for the Seven Point Pin and 
Certificate. In the Village school 14 children received the Certificate 
and Pins and this school received a 50°4 Dental Certificate. 

Never before have we been so aware of the need for the best we can 
maintain in health. We are concerned with the fact that not only do 
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we need the best we have in physique for fighting men in this war, 
but we must endeavor to attain the best possible physical health for our 


future generation. That future generation depends so much upon the 
best possible public health measures carried out now. 


The nurse wishes to take this opportunity to express her appreciation 
to the citizens who have participated in the health activities.

Taxes: 

The 1940 tax commitment was compared with the Assessors’ records 
and found to be in agreement. The total commitment was accounted 
for by cash, abatements, or is still unpaid as shown on Schedule 2. 


An examination was made of the outstanding taxes for 1938 and prior 
years and those still unpaid, according to the records, are shown on 
Schedule 2. 


Tax Liens:

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Citizens of Temple: 


Herewith is submitted my second report as your superintendent 
of schools together with a complete statement of school finances. 


The expenditures and receipts of the department have both been 
checked off with the selectmen and no variation has been found. We 
started the school year with an unexpended balance in the school 
accounts, — that is in Common schools, textbooks and supplies as well 
as tuition, — of $1,750.14 and we have left over for next year the un- 
expended balance of $1,535.00 so it can be seen that we did not raise 
enough last March by $215.14 to see us through the school year. This 
shortage, of course, was made up by using a part of the old unex- 
pended balances. 


Due to rapidly rising prices in the textbook and supply field, I 
recommend a $10.00 increase in these accounts for next year. In the 
common school account we should raise more than the $600.00 of last 
year for that amount was over $400.00 short of covering. In the tui- 
tion account we raised ample money and I recommend a cut of $100.00 
in that account: My suggestions would be, then, as follows: 


BUDGET FOR 1942-3 


Common Schools $900 00 
Textbooks 40 00 
Supplies 40 00 
H. S. Tuition 100 00 
School TOTAL $1,080 00 


In the repairs account we have a balance of $41.63 and it seems 
likely that an appropriation of $50.00 would cover the repairs and 
miscellaneous account next year. 
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SCHOOL PROGRESS 

During the summer the village school was re-papered and painted 
inside, new curtains were installed and the building made much more 
attractive within. We should soon paint this building outside but due 
to the present high cost of paint and labor, I would not suggest this 
job as yet. 

The Intervale school was painted last summer and is now in good 
shape. 

The progress made by the pupils is satisfactory. Attendance has 
been better than average through the year and the teachers keep up 
their interest in the pupils. The shortage of teachers throughout 
Maine is becoming acute and has about reached the place where a suc- 
cessful teacher can pick the position she wants at a good salary. In 
Temple we are fortunate in having two teachers who like the town 
and are willing to stay here. I do feel, however, that in fairness to 
them we should increase their wages. Mrs. Harding received $466.10 
last year while Miss Whitney’s salary was $576.00. 

One of the saddest parts of the present war situation is the fact 
that the little children, not only here but every place, are the innocent 
victims of circumstances with which the children had nothing to do. 
A child in Maine is indeed fortunate as compared to the youngsters in 
many lands because Maine children are pretty largely looked out for 
by local governments of towns like Temple. I do not feel that the 
children in Temple will be penalized for the mistakes of the older gen- 
eration in bringing about present world situations and that is the 
reason I have suggested some increase in appropriations for the com- 
mon schools. This, I am sure, is what Temple parents want done.

North Franklin County Health Service 


To the Citizens of the Town of Temple: 


I submit the report of the North Franklin County Nursing Service 
from January 1, 1942 to December 31, 1942. 

Five visits were made to adults and in most instances they were 
urged to consult their physicians for medical advice. One visit was 
made to a prenatal case. General health habits and plans were discussed. 
One visit was made to the home of a preschool. Health habits were 
. discussed with the parent. In one visit no one was found at home. Ten 
visits were made in follow up of crippled children’s cases and clinic in- 
structions were reviewed. Plans were made and one patient was hos- 
pitalized to receive a correction of a defect. Two visits were made to 
‘the homes of school children. Defects were discussed with the parents 
and they were urged to seek advice from their physicians. Eight confer- 
ences were held with the teachers in reference to corrections of defects. 

The nurse assisted the District Health Officer in the examination 
of throats of school children and at a clinic. Thirteen were vaccinated 
against smallpox and sixteen were inoculated against diphtheria. 

The dental clinics at the Hospital have been postponed for the dura- 
tion. The Hospital, in conjunction with the State Bureau of Health, 
maintains the facilities of a chest clinic to which family doctors may 
direct patients who manifest symptoms of tuberculosis or who are con- 
tacts of actual cases. In a similar manner, an orthopedic clinic is held. 
Children or adults who manifest signs of deforming conditions may be 
seen by an orthopedic surgeon upon the request of the family doctor. 

Each year an educationa! program is sponsored by the Maine Public 
Health Association during the month of April. This year we received 
educational literature, posters, and movie films. Literature and posters 
were distributed in Temple. This material pertains to the value of 
“Early Diagnosis” of Tuberculosis and its treatment and care. 

Again, this year, the North and South Franklin County Nursing_ 
Services were allotted space at the County Fairgrounds. The most 
recent films were shown in reference to Tuberculosis, dental care, nutri- 
tion and syphilis. Literature pertaining to all phases of health was dis-

tributed upon request. Greater interest was shown in the films and 
literature this year. 

‘In summary, the Nursing Service has been affected by the war 
effort, in that clinic facilities have been lessened, and, due to tire con- 
servation, visits have been lessened. Yet the need for public health 
education is ever increasing. With this thought in mind, the Nursing 
Service will strive to reach and inform the public in the best possible 
healthful living. This is the role it plays toward fortifying the Home 
Front while our right for such liberty is being fought at the Battle Front. 

The nurse wishes to take this opportunity to express her apprecia- 
tion to all citizens who have participated in the health activities.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


‘To the Citizens and School Committee: 


The problems of wartime have complicated the school systems of 
the country and our schools here in Temple have been no exception. A 
drastic teacher shortage in Maine has further complicated matters. 

In an effort to meet the teacher shortage, the Normal schools have 
developed the “cadet” teacher plan whereby two teachers from the 
normal school carry on the regular work with the help of a supervising 
teacher. In Temple, Helen Whitney of Farmington was our first cadet 
and her place has been taken for the second period by Dorothy G. 
Rollins, also of Farmington. Both these girls have a knack for teaching 
and the children at the Intervale are having a good year. These teach- 
ers have been guided by Mrs. Lelia Millay of North New Portland as 
critic teacher. Mrs. Millay is unusually skillful in helping the cadet 
teachers and has a wealth of first hand knowledge of the typical Maine 
school situation. 

In the village school Barbara Stolt is carrying on a fine program, 
with tact and skill. The noon lunch program there is one of the best in 
the school union. The enrollment-in Village school is 20 while but 
seven pupils are at the Intervale. It is possible for one teacher to handle 
27 pupils and the town could save some money by carrying the Inter- 
vale children to the village school. This is a matter that the parents of 
the children are mostly concerned with, however, and I feel that those 
parents should be the ones to decide. 


HIGH SCHOOL PUPILS 


In the high schools this year are few Temple children: Zello Camp- 
bell is at Rangeley High and Albert and Thornton Bergeron are in 
Farmington. There are three eighth grade pupils in Temple this year 
who may attend high school next fall. Transportation is a serious prob- 
lem with these high school pupils. 
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: FINANCES 

The school accounts are in good shape and the sizeable balances 
that have been carried for several years are being used up little by 
little. I feel] that this is a good policy for it tends to keep the tax rate in 
Temple lower and the money becomes available for school expenses,-as 
back taxes are paid up. , 

Temple is a pleasant town for teachers and superintendent alike. 
I enjoy visiting the schools and the town. May I again urge parents of 
school children to feel free to call upon me or any of the teachers when 
matters occur that might be made better.

CASH 


All receipts as recorded were found to have been properly accounted for 
and deposited currently in the bank as summarized on Exhibit B. 
Expenditures were made by check from properly authorized warrants as 
summarized on Exhibits B and D. 

The cash balance reconciled with the bank statement at the close of the 
municipal year as per detail on Schedule 1. 


TAX ACCOUNTS 


The 1942 tax commitment was added and found to agree with the 
Assessors’ records. The total commitment was accounted for by cash, 
discounts and authorized abatements or was still unpaid as summarized 
by Schedule 2. 

According to the records, payments received on prior years’ taxes have 
been credited against the proper balances as summarized by Schedule 2. 
All payments received on tax liens appeared to have been applied against 
the proper items, and those liens remaining unpaid were checked and 
are shown on Schedule 3. 

The excise tax receipts were added and found to total $370.52 which 
was the amount paid to the Treasurer as shown on Exhibit B. 


TRUST FUNDS 


An examination of the trust funds revealed that the town has used 
$1,863 which should be replaced. There is on deposit a cemetery trust 
fund amounting to $151.34, including accrued interest. The interest on 
funds borrowed has been properly appropriated and accounted for by 
the town. 


GENERAL 


A test check was made of paid bills and payrolls and as far as our exam- 
ination went, all appeared to be proper charges and correctly recorded.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee: 


Presented herewith is my first annual report of the schools of 
Temple. 


» One of the most critical problems facing education today is that of 
teacher shortage. In this respect Temple is fortunate in having so near 
at hand qualified teachers whom it can rely on in this emergency. In 
connection with the teacher shortage the State Department of Education 
is urging every community to close schools when the pupils can be rea- 
sonably well cared for in other schools without the addition of more 
teachers. -The Temple School Committee has already been asked to 
report on the possibility of closing the Intervale School. I am not con- 
versant enough with local conditions to know whether this could be con- 
veniently done in all respects or not. As far as enrollment goes, I feel 
that all pupils could be quite comfortably cared for at the Village School. 
It may be, however, that other elements enter into the situation which 
would make it unwise to attempt doing. It is generally felt, however, 
that in communities where such consolidations can be carried out failure 
to do so on the part of the town will result in a loss of the State Subsidy 
usually allocated to that town for the school in question. 


Teachers’ salaries in Temple are somewhat lower than the state 
average of $860.00 for elementary teachers and it would seem that an 
effort should soon be made to recompense them somewhat more fully. 
A slight increase in some cases would qualify the town for more state 
funds on the basis of teaching positions. 


The following tabulation gives the enrollment in the two schools by 
grades as of January 1, 1944.

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Temple now has four pupils attending high school and will prob- 
ably have a larger number next year. This fact should be taken into 
consideration in raising money for high school tuition for the coming 
year. | | 
The budget recommendations for this year may seem unusually 
large when compared with appropriations of last year; but, in this con- 
nection, it should be noted that unexpended balances in the school .ac- 
counts have declined rapidly in the last few years. If it is borne in mind 
that there was an unexpended balance last year of $968.00 as compared 
to $427.00 this year, it will readily be seen that these figures are not un- 
reasonable. Furthermore, high school enrollment from Temple is in- 
creasing and the cost per pupil is advancing. This accounts for a size- 
able increase for high costs for the coming year. 

Attached to this report is a financial statement of school accounts 
for this year.
